In May^ 19^3 ;» the first source informed that the 
"San Francisco News and World Report," although v/rltten and 
edited by members of the club^, was run off on a mimeograph 
machine located in the offices of the "People's World;" however^ 
in March^ 1964^ this source advised that the newsletter was no 
longer mimeographed by the "People's World" because of the 
unreliability of the machine and^ in addition^ the name was 
changed to "The Insurgent" upon recommendation of one of the 
club officers who felt the new name sounded more militant.

Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist 'Jorkers Party (S'-^P) as the only existing 
political leadership on class struggle principles, and that the 
supporters of the YS have co.n^s i|}to"^basiG political solidarity 
with the SK^P on the principles of revolutionary socialisir..

A source advised in July 5 196 3 ^ that several recent 
graduates and dropouts of high schools in Oakland and Berkeley 5 
California 5 had on April 17, 196 3 5 attended the organizing meeting 
of Youth for Jobs (YFJ) in Oakland*, California ^ in response to 
letters prepared by ROSCOE PROCTOR and DOUGLAS WACHTER. At this 
meeting, WACHTERgave reports on the unemployment problems among 
youth and the need for an organization of this type, FROCTOR 
also spoke at this meeting. 

In May. 196 3, a second source advised that 
ROSCOE ' FROCTOR attended meetings of the 
National Executive Committee of the Communist 
Party (CP), USA, during May, 1963, in New 
York City.

A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963 for the purpose of initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 196*4.

Clara County unit of CCA were mailed from Jackson, Mississippi, 
inviting 1,000 individuals to attend a meeting at 8 p.m, 
June 10, 1965. The DeAnza Hotel management had cancelled the 
reservation, but the organizers did not have time to inform- 
the prospective meml)ers. More than 65 people, mostly mid^ie- 
aged or older, attended the raeeting of the CCA at the^^is Room 
of the Hawaiian Gardens, a San Jose nightclub • LOUI^%HOLLIS , .„> 
who V7as introduced to the group as the National Executive 
Secretary for(CCA^of Jackson, Mississippi, addressed t^e meeting 
along with California State Field Coordinator WALTEMWHITE

PICLLIS opened the mee;^;^ with 
raising ceremonies. Dr. G. Bip^IMPSQN, 

was named by HOLLIS as the man Vho needs everyone's help in 
getting a Santa Clara County Citizens Council started. HOLLIS- 
pointed out the the CCA was founded in Indianola, Mississippi, 
in 195 4- shortly after the historic Supreme Court action 
desegregating U.S. schools. He said the organization was 
formed to fight integration. HOLLIS said that membership in 
the CCA requires "yes" to the following questions, which 
appear on the membership registrations handed out to the audience 

1) Are you dedicated to the social separation 
of the masses? 

2) Do you believe that forced integration 
affects both races and endangers our 
civiliation? 
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Cupertino chiropractor 
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3) Do you believe cominunist pressure is 
behind racial agitation? 

H) Do you believe that left-wing agitation 
invites racial tension in order to cause 
intervention by federal troops and create 
a police state? 

5) Are you ready to do something about the 
problem? 

VJILLIAM K. SHEARER told the audience the Citizens 
Councils is dedicated to provide the white majority of the 
community with a voice. He said the majority has been without 
a voice in racial matters which have been dominated by minority 
extremists too long. 

SHEARER cited the passage of Proposition 14 (which 
overturned the Rumford Fair Housing Act in the elections last 
November) has proof positive that Californians were ready 
for the Citizens Councils. SHEARER continued to state that he 
is not against the Negro race^ but while it is only 10 per cent 
of the national population ^ it accounts for 60 per cent of 
the murders, 5 8 per cent of the robberies 5 59 per cent of the 
aggravated assaults > and 5 in the San Francisco Bay Area^ 
it accounts for 67 per cent of all arrests. SHEARER said the 
Negroes cannot maintain attractive neighborhoods and have been 
taught to. depend on welfare. 

G. BID SIMPSON, Cupertino chiropractor, advised the 
group that Vice-President HUBERT HUMPHREY 'and Chief Justice 
EARL VJARREN were dedicated to having a Negro President in the 
next eight years. SIMPSON produced great bunches of Confederate 
fla^s which he sold to the audience at fifty cents each. 
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Reference is made to San Francisco inemorandurfl dated July 14-, 1965. 

Chief of Police ROLAND RENSHAW, Los Altos, California, 
Police Department, advised on July 15, 1965, that approximately 
twenty individuals appeared at the American Legion Hall, First 
and Whitney Streets, Los Altos, at about 8:00 p.m., July 15, 
1965. At the time these individuals arrived, about twenty other 
individuals began picketing the hall with signs stating generally 
that the l^Jhite Citizei^is Council breeds hate and is the Ku Klux 
Klan California style. 

Chief RENSHAW stated that at 7:00 p.m., July 15, 1965, 
he received a telephone call from the San Jose, California, 
Branch. of the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE), stating that 
this organization would be picketing a meeting of the White 
Citizens Council at the Legion Hall in Los Altos that evening. 

By the time the individuals mentioned above arrived 
at the Legion Hall, there was already a Knights of Columbus 
meeting in progress there and the door was locked. After about 
fifteen minutes of picketing the group put avjay their signs and
